The morning nfter the news was re- 
ceived' of the terrible explosion at the 
Wellington mines Tin: Colonist stated 
editorially that any appeal made on be- 
lialf of the bureiivud funiilies of the suffor-

right to demand, and such a feelint,' will of 
course be universal thnmnh tho province. 
The subjoiued appeal for aid from the 
Nanaiinc^ Free Press will give some idea 
of tho necessities of the situation and the 
stops that' have been already taken to re- 
lieve it. In one family wo are informed 
there wore eii,'ht children, and the father 
had boon but a short tiiiio at tho mines, 
so that it IB probable that the family are 
left itlmoat entirely without support, and 
this is ouljr oiui'instauce among others. 

" The late lamentable explosion of ^,'"8 
in the South Wellinjjton colliery and tho 
great loss of life entailed thereby has cast 
a gloom over our couimunity, and tho 
doHolate and straitened position of the 
widows and children uf those who lost 
their lives on that occasion calls for prac- 
tical and substsuitial aid. In nearly all 
the cases the parties have been here but a 
short time, and all tlieir means were ex 
liausted m reaching tins city and district, 
so that those w<imen and children who 
have been so ruthlea.sly deprivnd of their 
bread-winners are virtually without 
means. To practically assist in tins sad 
emergency, it is proposed to take step.s 
towards circulating snbscriptioii lists 
throughout the pnivinco. .V public iiioet 
ing was held at Wellington on Thursday 
evening for this purpi Bc, ami Ur. NN. iMcN . 
Jones wa.s appointed cliainnau and NN'. 
Linpsay, secretary. Several gentlemen 
were present from this city and explained 
thatit appeared to be the wish that the sub- 
aeriptions should embrace the entire prov- 
vince, so that tho amount collected would 
bo of aiuno material benefit. The luootiiig 
at once fell in with the suggeatiuna and a 
coiiiniitteo was appointed to confer with 
the public meeting to be held in this city 
on iNIonday evening next. It only re- 
([uires proper oganiistttion to procure a 
large subscription, for we are certain that 
such a calamity will appeal to the spmpn- 
thy of every man, woman and child in tho

A <»r«'al Actor. 



In Feuud's Weekly of New York, which 
is a review of music and the drama, there 
recently appeared a very elaborate critic- 
ism of tho tragedian Daniel Bandmanii, 
written by Amelia Lewis, one of the most 
discriminative and talented dramatic cri- 
tics in the L'nite<l States. W'e make a 
few extracts from the criticism; 

A very full and very tine audience as- 
sembled at the Thalia theatre to witness 
one of those perforiiiancus that always 
draw, not from their exuberant acticui or 
noisy effect, but from their artistic worth. 
The house was bright, the applause sin- 
cere, sustained and not iiiireatraiiied, and 
the flower tributes oti'ered were in good 
taste. The theatre celebrated, as it were, 
the home coming of an eminent (iennaii 
actor, who had done honor to the (Jernian 
iianie in otlier countries and fur ofi' laiid.s, 
and had even so much identified himself 
with the Engliflli language that he had ef- 
feciively and triumphantly represented its 
greatest dramatic characters all over tlie 
world. 

Daniel Baiidmann, this IJeriinin acti.r, 
appeared as Narciss, a character with 
which he specially identified himself when 
he was last in New York. Braclivogol's 
play of ^Jarciss is not a severe tragedy in 
the tlreek sense, where tho action from 
tho very first scene Ijegins to weave the 
thread of rari^en, the disponsers of fate, 
and where step by step we are leu on to 
the one tragic end that is ahnio possible. 
Narciss is rather a dignified drama with a 
rragic end. 

It ttdtes thouglit to niidcTStand such net 
iug; but, onei- undrislood. wi- can se<- beau- 
ty in no other, and it aloni' will satisfy iis. 
This is lianihn.in's greiiti-st aebicVfijuoit - 
"he knows what t.i ki'i'p out; ' hi: neither 
distorts his face, nor twists bis arms, nor 
tears his hair, nor gesliculat. s himself to 
death. He follows uetioii ami doe.s nut kill 
it. As he steps on ihe stagr in thai p' - 
enlior mood of his, and limls hiin.self in a 
Fretich soeifity circle, he does not let bis 
art loose; lie relainn ii and deals so gently 
with the position that some may think he 
underacts. N-., he only lets the sitmition 
takecaicof itself liy licingmerely Narciss, Ihe 
clever, sarcasiic. imaginative, half eni/y (if 
you will) vagaboml. It is enough and to 
.spiu-e, surely. In his interviews with Doris, 
the actress, "who wants to gain him lor the 
cause (>f the tiueeii, and also to - bring him 
out of his "slough of despond" In- restrains 
himself less. Those iee-bouml bonds (if 
human interest become thawcl, he begins 
to remember, to rooolleot und to give w ay 
to passion, rehipsing alnioBt instautaneous- 
ly into tho state into which 

The deep soar leaf of grief 
had placed him. There can be uo dainlii-r 
touch than when he throws hiuiHelf on the 
(roiieh 111 the room of Doris and there 1.4s 
loose bis iniaginalitm to fancy his beautiful 
wife before hiui, and there i:au be no truer 
despair than when ho reeouuts to the young 
actress the tale of his misery.

It is 
very likely, however, that the drains at, 
the corner of Fort and (Jovernment 
streets and Qovuruinont and Yates streets 
would prove a tie in any contest for supre- 
macy.

NAIVAIMO. 
Coroner's Inqnesl. 

(Free Prcsa.) 

On Tuesday afternoon Dr. Cluiiess, M. 
D. , coroner for this district, commenced 
an inquest to inquire into tho cause of tlio 
death of tlui twenty-six inineis killed in 
in the explosion at the South Wulliiigtoii 
mine on Monday morning last. 

The following gentlemen comprised the 
jury: James Haggart (I'orenian), Cliarlea 
Blackburn, Chas.

Stevonsor, Matthew Hooper, Hiram 
Scoville, NV.J. Pieijo and Hc'iiry H. Berry- 
man. 

Before the jury wore sworn Mr. Knox, 
the tiromaii on duty at the South Welling- 
ton minus at tho time of the explasiou ob- 
jected to Mr. i'. R. Johos as a juryman 
on the ground that he had been iufoinied 
that Jones had stated "that ho would like 
to be the first mati to put a rope around 
the fireman's (his) neck." 

The coroner said he had no right to 
make any objection unless lie had a per- 
sonal interest in those killed or injured. 

Mr. T. R. Jones, the juror objected to, 
denied ever making such a Btnteniuiit and 
that ho had no desire nor did he »xpuct to 
be put on the jury. Ho had no peraon.il 
intureat in iho matter and would be guid- 
ed by his oath. 

Mr. Knox withdrew his ebjection aiul 
the jury were sworn in view of the bodn-a.
